| have reviewed proposed amendments to the Biosolids Use Regulations, 12 VAC 5-585-70 et seq., dated
October 27, 2005, that provide guiddines for disputesinvolving loca ordinances and requirements for
development of management practices plansto protect odor sensitive receptors, ensure permit compliance and
address nutrient management concerns. Virginia Department of Health staff prepared these amendmentsin
response to legidation passed by the General Assembly (SB 1088, Acts of Assembly c. 681, 2003; HB 2624, Acts
of Assembly c. 593, 2005) and signed into law by the Governor, amending Code of Virginia 88 32.1-164.5 and
32.1-164.7.

Itismy view that the Board of Health, contingent on approval by the Governor, haslegal authority to
promul gate the subject amendments pursuant to Code of Virginia 8 32.1-164.5.
